County Commission awards 
bid for year's supply of fuel 


The Coffee County Commission 
mecting in regular session met in the 
Enterprise Courthouse this past 
Monday, April 9, at 9:00 a.m. 

Business was small in quantity 
and the commission moved fluidly 
through the agenda. 

Grimes Oil Company of Elba was 
awarded the year's contract for fur- 
nishing diesel fuel and gasoline to 
the county. 

The bid submitted for diesel was 
.75¢ below the state bid price and 
also, .75¢ below state bid price for 
gasoline. 

It was stipulated in the motion to 
accept the low bid that, if for any 
reason Grimes Oil could not mect 
delivery (3 days from date ordered), 
Heath Oil of Enterprise would be 
given the opportunity to deliver fucl 
and gasoline at their bid price of 
.001¢ below state bid on both diesel 
and gasoline. 

If neither company is unable to 
meet delivery of fuel and gas when 
ordered, the county will buy from 
other suppliers at state bid prices. 

Appearing before the commission 
was Sarah Smith, State Probation 
Officer. She requested the commis- 
sion’s assistance in acquiring tempo- 
rary housing for her office. 

Smith's office assists the courts in 
Coffee County and also the law en- 
forcement agencies in monitoring 
parolees. Her office was located in 
the Elba Courthouse. 

The commission agreed to assist 


Smith and asked her if she could at- 
tend a meeting to be held in Elba lat- 
er in the day to address this problem. 

County Administrator Wilson 
Mobley inform the commission that 
it was nearing time to bid the publi- 
cation of the county's poll list. 

He was instructed to check with 
the board of registrars and find out 
when and what needed to be done. 

Mark Pool, County Engineer, re- 
ported to the commissioners that 43 
of the county's roads were still 
closed as of today and that 10 had 
been reopened to public use. 

He also reported that FEMA 
should finish their cost estimates 
within the next two to three wecks 
on ihe damages to county roads by 
recent heavy rains. 

The commission, upon request by 
Pool, approved paying matching 
funds so that the construction of the 
new bridge on County Road 45 
could begin. 

The cost of the bridge is estimat- 
ed to be $112,000.00. Approximate- 
ly 20 to 30 thousand dollars will be 
needed in matching funds. 

Coffee County Commission 
Chairman Billy Eagerton recom- 
mended to the commission that the 
county except the proposal to micro- 
film the records in the probate of- 
fice, This will pertain to the records 
from this date forward. 

The cost to the county will be ap- 
proximately $200 per month at each 
courthouse in addition to the present

City School Superintendent 
announces plans to retire 


Elba School Superintendent’ La- 
mar Foley announced to the school 
board Thursday night that he would 
be retiring when his present con- 
tract expires June 30th of this year. 

Foley explained that health 
problems were the reason for the 
decision. He has experienced some 
heart problems in the past and he 
said his doctor has advised him to 
retire. 

The tremendous job that lies 
ahead in managing the schools in 
temporary quarters for at least the 
next year while at the same time 
overseeing the site selection and 
construction of a complete new 
school complex would be more 
strain than his heart needs, he told 
board members. 

Foley's retirement plans were re- 
luctantly accepted by the board. 
The superintendent noted he would 
be available to help the schools in 
any way he could. “After 29 years 
with this school system, 1 just 
couldn't walk away without helping 
if needed. He stated he had no 
plans to leave Elba. 

In other action Thursday the 
board voted to mail letters to non- 
tenured teachers, heard status re- 
ports from the three school princi- 
pals and the food service manager, 
The board approved a recommen- 
dation that for the balance of the 
year, paid lunches be reduced to 
$1.00 a day from the present $1.10. 

The principals were upbeat over 
the prospect of the next few weeks 
of school even under adverse con- 
ditions. They had high praise for 
the teachers and the students, say-

Burns also told the commission 
that, an attempt to give those county 
residents who suffered flood damage 
a break on this past year's taxes was 
to no avail. He was informed by the 
state that this could not legally be 
done without special legislation be- 
ing enacted. 

Next year, Burns felt, special 
consideration will possibly be given 
to those suffering damage caused by 
the flood. Re-evaluations and reas- 
sessments will be made and taxes 
levied accordingly. 

Commissioner Robert Stephens 
suggested that the board of registrars 
be contacted by the commission and 
asked to provide one additional poll 
worker at each polling place. The 
purpose of this worker would be to 
register anyone who had failed to re- 
identify. 

Stephens stated that, due to the 
flood, a lot of residents had been dis- 
placed and to some degree county 
government had been disrupted mak- 
ing it harder for voters to reidentify 
or register to vote. 

Eagerton stated that he under- 
stood that legislation was being en- 
acted to take care of this matter. 

The commission signed bills and 
adjourned!

Have you asked the question, 
Has our legislature and State 
Board of Education shown the 
proper loyalty and concern toward 
our children?

Social Security 


Workers in the Wiregrass area 
suffering from a physical or mental 
impairment which prevents them 
from working should apply for So- 
cial Security disability benefits 
when it appears the impairment 
will last 12 months or longer, Jerry 
Kizort, Social Security manager in 
Dothan, said recently. 

Social Security disability bene- 
fits can be paid to workers under 
65, disabled widows and widowers 
age 50 to 60, and to unmarried 
adult children who become disa- 
bled before reaching 22. 

Under Social Security, a person 
is considered disabled if he or she 
has a severe impairment which pre- 
vents him or her from doing any 
substantial gainful work and is ex- 
pected to last for at least 12 months 
or result in death, 

No payments can be made to a 
disabled worker, widow, or widow- 
er for the first five full months of 
disability, 

Before a person applies for disa- 
bility benefits it will be helpful if 
he or she gathers certain informa- 
tion. This will help speed the appli- 
calion process. This includes: 

*The person's Social Security 
number; 

*Date last worked; 

*Date person became sick or 
was injured; 

*Names, addresses, and tele- 
phone numbers of doctors, hospi- 
tals, institutions, or clinics that pro- 
vided treatment; 

*Military service dates, numbers 
and VA claim if available; 

*Last kinds of jobs performed in 
previous 15 years; 

*Names and Social Security 
numbers of spouse and children; 

*Claim number or workers com- 
pensation or any other public disa- 
bility payments. A 

The people at the Dothan Social 
Security office can help. Just call 1- 
800-234-5772 and the process can 
be started. The Dothan office is lo- 
cated on 204 N. Oates Street, Do- 
than, Alabama.

7:50 am An unbelievable linc 
of traffic consisting of impaticnt 
teenagers, already tired mothers, 
busy teachers and principals has al- 
ready lined up waiting to get to 
school, The line is full of smiling 
children with new crayons, paper 
and scissors , eager to use them.

10:15 - 12:15 After recess 
classes are spent waiting for lunch.

Elba played near flawless defense and knocked out the 
Wildcats’ ace pitcher in the first game as Tiger fans beamed with pride and 
thought the real Tigers had finally arrived. However, in the second game ° 
the Tigers didn’t even resemble the team that had just finished playing and 
got shelled 10-0 in just five innings. 

Pitching is always the key to a good team in baseball and thus far in the 
season the Tigers have shown a weakness in the depth department. Shane 
Spurlin has come through with good outings every time called upon and 
may very well be one of the top pitchers in the state in the 3A ranks, but 
no one else has stepped forward and the lack of help has showed dramati- 
cally in last weeks' doublcheaders. 

The Alabama High School Athletic Association adopted pitching limi- 
tations this season that allow a pitcher to pitch 14 innings per week, and 
requires iwo days rest between assignments. This rule was badly needed 
and will help some young pitchers save their arms, and also placed impor- 
tance on having three solid pitchers. The Tigers have onc excellent pitcher 
and a bunch of others who can throw it across the plate. Unless a new arm 
shows up soon, the Tigers are looking at an uphill battle on the mound. 

Summing up the first three weeks of the season, it's obvious that thé Ti- 
gers are as talented as everyone thought they'd be. Elba handed Ariton its 
only losses of the season, whipped a good Kentucky team and split with 
15-6 6A Enterprise. The talent is there and it shows at times, but at other 
times the intensity drops off and the party is over. I don't think there is 
anything wrong with the Tigers that some good practices can't solve.

"Is The Gospel Truth!" 


As we talk to »ne another through 
our everyday actions, we often use 
well known expressions to convey 
our feelings. Here are some of the 
more common ones you hear: 
"Saved by the bell,” "Got up on the 
wrong side of the bed,” "Strike while 
the iron is hot." Their meanings 
come out much like this: "I barely 
escaped in time,” "I'm having a bad 
day today,” "I really took advantage 
of that deal at the right time." 

However, there is one expression 
that has some how lost its real mean- 
ing. That expression is "It's the gos- 
pel truth!" We usually say this ex- 
pression when we are having to tell 
someone that what we said was real- 
ly the truth. The real meaning comes 
from Acts 2:2-39 

This passage explains the disci 
ples at Pentecost preaching about Je- 
sus as the Savior of the World. They 
may have given their testimony, and 
then may have been asked as we are, 
"Is that really the truth?" Then they 
might have said, "Yes, It's the Gos- 
pel Truth!" If we examine this pas 
Sage, we sce Ww hat is exactly the real 
Gospel Truth 

First, we see that to tell the Gos 
pel truth, you have to tell about the 
Life and Works of Jesus Christ. In 
verse 22 of that chapter the disciples 
explained to the people how Jesus 
had done miracles in their midst and 
they did not pay atienuon. Also, they 
followed this with the fact that it was 
the people who had put Him to death 


Rev. W. Mark Griffin 
Pastor Of Zion Chapel Baptist Church 
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on the cross. Verse 23 explains how 
He was nailed to a cross and that this 
act was used by God for a purpose 
Verse 24 proclaims His miraculous 
Resurrection that came about on the 
third day following His crucifixion. 
In verses 25-35 the Disciples of Je 
sus back all this up with (1) Old Tes 
tament Scripture, (2) Eyewitness ac 
counts of many disciples, and (3) the 
Holy Spirit's Work in their lives, 
even the fact of their preaching as 
only possible by His Spirit 

Verses 36-37 explain the invita- 
tion and response after the preaching 
of the disciples. The people asked, 
"What shall we do?" The disciples 
then gave them directions as to their 
need. (1) Belicve the Story, (2) Re- 
pent of your sins, (3) Be baptized as 
a witness of what you believe, and 
(4) Receive the Holy Spirit to help 
you in your new lile with Christ. 

You see if you want to tell some- 
one the "Gospel Truth” really is you 
have to be a witness to the facts 
above. If you have ever trusted Jesus 
as your Savior, my prayer, again, is 
that you will pass the facts and your 
experience along to someone else. 
Remember, it is important to share 
the following facts in the "Gospel 
Truth:" (1) The Life and Work of Je- 
sus Christ, (2) The Death of Christ, 
(3) The Resurrection of Christ, and 
(5) Your Personal experience with 
him. Also, be sure to give them an 
invilauion to accept and the direc- 
tions to make a commitment to Jesus 
Christ. So let's go out this week and 
share the real "Gospel Truth!"

years its membership grew, and a 
new and larger building was decid- 
ed on. In 1905, a committee was 
formed . In 1906, the church was 
contracted and built by W. B. Per- 
due, Contracter and Builder for the 
sum of six hundred dollars(S600). 
As the years passed, the church 
prospered and new deeds were 
made to Elba Zion Baptist Church ° 
and successors by S. W. Rowe, 
Probate Judge. October , 1908 the 
church has called 21 pastors to 


serve. Some served for a number 
of years. 
The church ordained 21 dea- 


cons, a number of clerks, 6 Sunday 
School Superintendants, 6 pianists 
and 6 B. T.U. directors.

C, P. Larkin, Rev. I. H. Alfard, 
Rev. J. Davis; Rev. George Boze- 
man. Our present pastor is Rev. 
John Lee Grazer who was called to 
pastor February 10, 1972. The 
church has been completely reno- 
vated and new contents throughout 
the church which were dedicated to 
God. 

In 1960 the church added a 
kitchen. In 1965 the church was 
renovated. Four rooms were added 
and the building was bricked. In 
1966 new pews and carpet was pur- 
chased and installed. In 1973 a 
heating and cooling system was in- 
stalled in the church. In 1976 a 
front porch was added to the 
church. In 1980 a new piano and 
organ was purchased by the church. 

March 10, 1984 Mr. Rayfield 
Renolds donated a book case to the 
church on behalf of the Usher 
Board. September 1984 the church 
purchased a Zerox Machine. 
March 1985 the pews were covered 
in the church. 

The church membership consist- 

. ed of 125 members, 105 years of 
dedicated worship services has 
been witnessed for Elba Zion Bap- 
tist Church.

Master of Ceremonies for the 
meeting was City Councilman 
Randy Bedsole who opened the 
mecting by telling the crowd that 
this was to be a time of sharing, car- 
ing, and just plain old fashion fel- 
lowship! 

Rev. Larry Powell, Pastor of 
Elba's First Assembly of God 
Church, gave the invocation. First 
Assembly served as the Red Cross 
Disaster Center during the early 
Stages of the flood and continued to 
provide facilities during the weeks 
that followed.

Butch and Marsha Oggs told eve- 
ryone that Whitman Drug and Mar- 
tin's will both be back in business 
soon! Butch and Marsha are partners 
with Sammy and Eilen Lowery in 
Martin's. Both couples lost their 
homes as well as their businesses! 

In a heart warming moment dur- 


ing the meeting, the American flag 
that had flown over the courthouse 
before, during and after the flood 
was lowered, The "Flag that flew 
over the Elba Courthouse during the 
Flood of 1990" will be presented to 
Judge Brunson to be preserved for 
future generations to see. 

An American flag which has 
flown over the Nation's Capital and 
an Alabama State flag that has flown 
over the State Capital were raised in 
place of the "Flood of '90 Flag" to 
signify the "dawning of a new day" 
for Elba.

Corps completes levee repair 


The emergency repair of the levee 
around Elba has now been complet- 
ed by the U.S. Army Corps of Engi- 
neers. 

Preparation by the Corps to repair 
the levee began on or about the 20th 
of March, three days after it gave 
way. 

Also in addition to working on 
the levee, the Corps of Engineers let 
13. other contracts totaling over 
$50,000 which were related to other 
damage caused by the flood. 

Some of those contracts had to do 
with emergency repair to the city's

Councilman Eddie Vaughan resigns 


City Council member Eddie 
Vaughan submitted his resignation 
last Thursday night during a coun- 
cil meeting held in the courtroom 
of the Elba courthouse, 

Vaughan told his peers and the 
assembled visitors that he had been 
postponing the move to Samson for 
some time but that the flood ravag- 
ing his home in Riverview forced 
him and his family to seek alternate 
housing and when he found a nice 
home in Samson, he made the deci- 
sion to proceed. 

Vaughan has accepted a job with 
an insurance company that required 
him to live in the area he is serving. 

Mayor Fred Moore told Vau- 
ghan he had done an outstanding 
job, had good ideas and was 100% 
supportive of the other city fathers. 

Dixie Davis addressed the coun- 
cil and asked that Earl McCollough 
be considered for the District Three 
seat on the council. 

Mrs. Davis noted McCollough 
had come to within eleven votes of 
wining the seat on his own. He also 
stayed off work during the March 
flood, carried food, water and ice to 
the stranded residents. 

Moore explained the council 
could take no action until the next 
council meeting. 

The council signed the paper- 
work to apply for a Community De- 
velopment Block Grant for operat- 
ing funds for the City of Elba 
during the time the tax base is lost. 

Police Chief Freddie Hanchey 
reported the police had responded 


to 127 complaints, including 12 
traffic accidents during the past two 
weeks. 

Ten traffic citations were issued 
including four for DUI. During this 
same time there were seven crimi- 
nal arrest. 

Hanchey gave a brief report on 
the department making arrest in the 
thief of guns from Stokes Hardware 
during the recent flood. He said one 
of those involved told him they 
waded in water chest deep that Sun- 
day night and it was over their head 
al least once. 

Mayor Moore reported the bene- 


fit check from Hank Williams Jr. 
was $84983.36 and the funds 
would be administered by the Ala- 
bama Bankers Association in Mont- 
gomery. 

He also reported that the school 
bond issue and highway repair 
bond issues had been signed on 
Thursday by,.Governor Hunt. He 
said Representative Jimmy Holley 
and Senator Crum Foshee were in- 
strumental in getting the bills 
passed, 

A estimate on the damage to 
City of Elba property has been 
completed ‘by federal government 


representatives and Moore said the 
figure reached almost $2 million. 
He wasn't sure exactly how much 
of this would be approved for a fed- 
eral repair grant. 

Complaints from citizens on the 
low amount of FEMA grants they 
were receiving was fielded by May- 
or Moore. He told those present to 
be sure they got copies of any com- 
plaint letter the wrote to the city 
hall. He promised the city officials 
would follow up on all complaints 
with a letter of their own. 


water system, sewage system, build- 
ing removal, and road repairs. 

The above contracts were made 
possible through the GAP Program 
which allows the Corps of Engineers 
to began work immediately upon ar- 
riving at a disaster site. 

Elba was the first time that the 
GAP Program had actually been im- 
plemented by the Corps. { 

During the repair of the Elba lev- 
ee; the corps moved 58,000 cubic 
yards of fill dirt in less than 28 days. 

The last break in the levee to be 
to be repaired was at the Hwy. 84 
bridge. This break took longer be- 
cause of natural gas and water mains 
which cross the Pea River at this 
point—Also; the bridge embuttment 
had to be repaired. 

As of todate, the estimated cost of 
repairs performed by the Corps of 
Engineers in Elba total in the excess 


of 1/2 million dollars. 

According to Allen Morse, a team 
from the Corps of Engineers will 
now come into Elba and bring the 
levee up to standard now that the 
"emergency repairs" have been com- 
pleted. This means the top of the lev- 
ee will be reworked and any cavities 
(stump holes, root holes, etc.) found 
in the levee will be repaired. This 
work could began toward the end of 
the month.

Architects appears before 
the Elba city school board 


Two architects appeared before 
the Elba school board on Monday 
evening and made presentations in 
their bid to win the right to design 
the multimillion dollar building 
complex to replace those destroyed 
by the flood of March 17th. 

Board members were told they 
shouldn't expect to be in the new 
schools before September of 1992. 
This means the next two school 
terms will be held in the temporary 
quarters across from the airport. 

All three schools and the super- 
intendents office were hit with the 
full force of the flood waters and 
later condemned by state school of- 
ficials. A bond issue to rebuild the 
schools was approved by the state 
legislature and signed last Thursday 
by Governor Guy Hunt. 

The complex will be built on a 
new site, yet to be selected by the 


school board. Presently board . 


members are looking for an ideal 
site which contains 85 to 100 acres 
of land, is above the flood plain and 
has adequate highway access, 

A concern of board members 
was the designers ability to draw a 
facility that wouldn't have the leak- 
ing problems of some of the old 
school facilities. 

Long range planning was recom- 
mended by both firms interviewed. 
One group noted the Board could 
possibly save a half million dollars 
by building so that two lunchrooms 
could be consolidated. 

Also recommended was to build 
so that the facilities could be ex- 
panded without the addition look- 
ing as if it were added. 

Board members decided they 
needed to talk with at least two 
more more architects before mak- 
ing a decision. Another meeting is 
scheduled for Thursday evening 


(tonight) to meet with representa- 
tives of these firms. 

Meanwhile further information, 
including price, etc., will be ob- 
tained about property presently un- 
der consideration as the location of 
the new schools.
